A crowd 
of women, wives of the picketers, 
sought to effect an entrance to the 
court In masse formation, but were 
Pepulsed and expelled by husky 
constables of the city police force 

These women w away and ap- 
parently collected a small army o° 
vympathizers and returned later with 
banners and as a howling mob sur- 
rounded t » police station and kept 
UP a continua) agitation so that the 
covrt's proceedings were conductei 
with great difficulty because of the 
noise and yelling of the demonstra- 
tions outside. Snowballs and chunks 
of coal were thrown at the barracks, 
some going through the open win- 
dows. The police kept constant 
watch on the crowd and little dam- 
age was done. 

No Ball Applied For. 

When Magistrate Primrose took 
his place on the bench and the roll 
of the prisoner pickets was calied 
they were all present. No applica- 
tion was'made for bail on behalf of 
any of them by Hugh McDonali, 
their counsel, who stated that his 
defence was reserved for the higher 
court. The magistrate, however, 
cleared the air when he announced 
that application for bail had been 
made to him on behalf of a number 
of the men and these would be re- 
leased in the ordinary manner pend- 
ing trial and to treat them all alike 
giving thern a chance of their lb- 
erty he waid he would remand them 
all for trial gixing the bonds at two 
securities of $500 each or each man 
in his own security of $1,000. A 
number of men were thus released 
and others, it {is understood, will 
secure their liberty later.

Apparently the first result of the second con- 
ference of premiers was to show how far apart 
the Allies are on the question of how to make Ger- 
many pay. And they are far enough apart that 
gome members expressed the view that the gath- 
ering would end in two days. 
‘As to how much Germany ought to pay there 
seems to be agreement that fifty billion gold 
marks is the sum. But there the harmony ends,

France. Britain the ‘‘hated’’ is thus isolated 
from its associates and standing against them for 
lenient treatment of the late adversary. 

Logically France is in the right. Germany 
is now in default, probably voluntary. If action 
is not taken to enforce payment, what hope that 
future payments, in cash or kind, will be made 
promptly, or that Berlin will take any serigus 
view of its obligations generally? 

France also is in the position of having to 
get money; either from Germany or from its own 
hard-wrung tax-payers. The view-point vf the 
French government is clear, and the republic 
is entitled to the sympathetic consideration of the 
Allied world. 
Germany means added hurdship to France ang 
the French people. They surely suffered enough 
in the war that they should not be expected to 
display now a charitable willingness to accommo- 
date Germany at their own expense if there is 
any possibility of enforcing payment. 

Britain is in a position altogether different. 
The British tax-payers financed the Allies through 
the war. What they borrowed from the United 
States was less than what they loaned to France, 
Italy, Belgium, Greece and the other Allied pow- 
ers, besides finding the money to keep the British 
armies and fleets on the fighting lines. Britain 
needs its share of the reparations money, and de- 
serves it, but its necessity is not comparable to that 
of France. It had no countries and torvns laid -n 
ruins, to be rebuilt either with British money or 
Germany. And if Britain is paid it can pay. It is 
true that the British people are the most heavily- 
taxed people in the world. But they have long 
been that. They are used to it, and expect it.

Partly because of that situation there is no 
enthusiasm in Britain for the cry that Germany 
be made to pay and pay now. Rather the press
